weaver can without difficulty look after 
four looms and can with the aid of a ju- 
venile assistant ("tenter") manage as 
many as six. But, as Dr. von Schulze- 
Gaevernitz tells us, notwithstanding that 
tho continental manufacturers run their 
looma from 20 to 30 per cent slower than 
ours are worked, in • Mulhouse and in 
Switzerland each weaver can only tend 
three, and in Germany you will seldom 
see a weaver able to tend rnoro than two 
looms. The effect of the superiority of 
the English operatives upon the cost of 
production is shown, by the fact that, al- 
though the rate of romuuenition of onr 
English weavers is about 100 pel' cent 
higher than that received by tho Swiss 
and German "hands," yot we :iro able to 
tunrout cotton cloth at n labor (;ost dis- 
tinctly lov.-or than that which obtaiim.iii.

The news comf-rf from Washington 


that the president has decided to con 
veno congreas in extraordinary feession 
on Monday, August 7th. This is due to 
the uneasiness caufeed by the decline 
in silver. The action of the Indian 
government in fcusppridmg the coinage 
of fcilvcr on private account, and fol 
lowing the example of the United States 
harf given the financial question promi 
neace over all other issues in Europi 
and America. Nearly all the silve 
mines are closing, as they cannot be 
workert with silver as low as it is a 
preHont Ab there is a large percent 
age of gold in nearly all silver ores, th 
suHpeiiHion of bilver mining will lessen 
the production of gold. About thirty 
per cent, of the value of the Comstoc; 
bullion is gold, though the bullion i 
oLiBrfed as silver. It is estimated tha 
the bUHpeuHion of silver mining wil 
reduce the gold product from 20 to 3 
per cent., and as from $30,000,000 t 
$10,000,000 of gold is used in the art 
tind mode into plate and jewelry annu 
ally, there will not be much of th 
metal left for coinage, and a great scar 
city of money must be the mevitabl 
consequence. 


It is evident that the people will no 


quietly submit to the contraction o 
the volume of money that must resul 
from the policy of closing the mine 
and the mints and reducing the pro 
duction of gold as well as silver. Th 
conflict between the representatives o 
the musses and the classes will begin 
when congress convenes. If the donii 
nant party is true to the people it wiJ 
provide for the coinage of throe or fou 
million of ounces of silver monthly; i 
it does not pas8 an absolute free coin 
age bill. In that event it can reason 
ably hope to maintain its supremacy 
but if the single standard theory pre 
vivilb, it will Hurely result in the dis 
ruptioii of the party. 


The battle of the standards, if no 
decided by congress, will be waged a 
the polls next year. With business de 
pressed, enterprise paralyzed, wheat 
cotton and corn cheaper than ever be 
fore and thousands out of employmeu 
the result can readily be foretold. 


'JTIU; LlgUOK QI/KSTION IN SOUTH 


CAROLINA. 


The ut,t of the legislature of South 


Carolina relating to the liquor trafb 
goes into etfect to-day. The act gives 
the State full control of the hquoi 
businenH. The governor may establish 
dispensaries for the sale of liquor in 
the State and appoint officials to take 
charge of them. The State Bupplie; 
the liquors for these dispensaries and 
the profits derived from their sale goes 
into the State treasury 


.For some time the people of Charles- 


ton have been preparing for the radical 
change in the liquor traffic. Saloons 
imd grocery houses have been selling 
out their stocks at reduced prices, 
Thousands ol1 gallons have changed 
hands, many having laid in a supply 
for home uses and the roads have been 
taxed to transport barrels, kegs and 
demijohns. It is estimated that two 
hundred saloon and liquor houses in 
(Jhfirleston alone will bo closed and 
thousands of employes will be thrown 
out of work. 


The South Carolina law is entirely 


ditl'erent from .any heretofore enacted 
to control the sale of spirituous 
liquors. The State alone is authorized 
to dispose of intoxicants and the of- 
ficials appointed to manage the dis- 
pensaries, ats the places where liquors 
ure wold tire termed, are responsible 
for any abuse of their authority. Some 
of the ablest lawyers in the State have 
been consulted relative to the validity 
of the law and they pronounce it con- 
stitutional and advise those heretofore 
engaged hi the liquor business to obey 
it. Its advocates i burn that it will re- 
duce drunkenness to a minimum, in- 
crease the revenue of the State ma- 
terially, us a, profit of at least one dollar 
will be realized from the sale of every 
gallon of whisky, brandy and gin and 
a proportionate amount from the sale 
of wines and beer. 


EXPLAINS. 


There is a strong feeling in Illinois 


for piivdoning the anarchists who had 
been sentenced to life terms in the pen- 
itentiivry for complicity in the Hay- 
markot riots in 1888. 
Governor Alt- 


geld who is an able lawyer, and as such 
wati-hed the trial of the anarchists with 
interest, gives his reasons for extending 
rl«meueytoLeebe, Schwab and Fieldeu, 
In reply to a reporter he says in the 
comments he has seen on tho action 
there is only abuse. They do not men- j 
tion the fact that the man who was 
chief of police at the time of the riot 
investigated tho oase thoroughly and 
does not believe there was a conspir- 
acy. They do not mention the fact that 
jurors said they could not on account 
of the feeling existing give the case a 
fair and impartial trial 
They 'lo not 


mention the fact that the n»--_a who 
threw the bomb which killer" ihe po- 
licemen was not taken into e~jrt and 
gave no evidence whatever at the trial. 


The governor statf-s that it was not 


proved in the slightest measure that 
the man who throw the bomb had any 
oonnection whatever with those whom 
ho pardoned or was at all incited to the 
act by the conduct of those men, or 
had ever heard them make speeches. 
The reasons weich he gave for exercis- 
ing the pardoning power are not re- 
futed, his critics contenting themselves 
with abusing him. Abuse, he claims, 
will not knock down those reasons and 
they must stand or fall on their merits. 
It boa been intimated that Governor 
Altgeld had an understanding with the 
friends of the convicted anarchists that 
if elected he would pardon them, but 
there is no proof that each is the, 
fact.

EXECUTIVE MANSION,

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 30,1893.) 


WHEBEAS, Distrust and apprehension 


concerning the 
financial situation 


which pervaded all business circles has 
already caused great IOSB and damage 
to our people and threatened to cripple 
our merchants, stop the wheels of man- 
ufactures, bring distress and privation 
to our farmers and withhold from our 
workingmen the wages of labor, and 


WDEBEAS, The present perilous con- 


dition is largely the result of the finan- 
cial policy v/hich the executive branch 
of the government finds embodied in 
unwise laws which must be executed 
until repealed by congress, now, there- 
fore, I, Grover Cleveland, president of 
the United States, in the performance 
of a constitutional duty, do, by this 
proclamation, declare that the extra- 
ordinary ^occcasion requires the con- 
vening of both houses of congress of 
the United States at the capitol, in the 
city of Washington on the 7th day of 
August next, at 12 o'clock noon, to the 
end that the people may be relieved 
through legislation from the present 
and impending danger and distress. 


All those entitled to act as membors 


of the fifty-third congress are required 
to take notice of this proclamation an 
attend at the time and place abov 
stated.

FOSTEK'S FORECAST. 


The Next Storiu Wave—Traditions of a 


Deluge—Drift und Glacial Periods. 


Capyrigbted 1893 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPHS. Mo., June 30.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of a storm wave 
to cross the continent from June 30th 
to July 3d and the next will reach the 
Pacific coast about July 5th, cross the 
western mountains by the close of the 
6th, the great central valleys from the 
7th to the 9th and the eastern states by 
the 10th. 


This storm will be at its greatest force 


on the 5th and Cth on the Pacific slope 
and heavy rains will accompany it in 
the southern states. 


A warm wave will cross the western 


mountains about the 5th, the great cen- 
tral valleys about the 7th and the east- 
ern states about the 9th. A cool wave 
will cross the western mountains about 
the 8th, the great central valleys about 
the 10th and the eastern states about 
the 12th. 


EVIDENCES OF A DELUGE. 


Four hundred 
years ago, when 


America was first discovered, the Mexi- 
cans had a tradition of the deluge, and 
the wonder is that it is so much like 
the Chaldean account. The Mexican 
tradition is that 48,000 years after crea- 
tion a great flood came and destroyed 
nearly all the people. After this flood 
the survivors and the decendants be- 
gan the erection of a great hill which 
was to reach to the clouds, but the gods 
becoming angry with them hurled fires 
on the builders and dispersed them. 


The people of the Sandwich Islands 


believe that the whole human race, ex- 
cept a single pan:, was destroyed by a 
great flood. This pair found safety on 
Mount Loa, the highest mountains of 
the Sandwich Islands. 


The Hindoos believe that a fish re- 


vealed to the king the coming of a 
great deluge that would sweep all 
creatures from the earth. 


The Egyptians, 2,600 years ago, in- 


formed Solon, the great lawgiver of 
Greece, that the earth had been re- 
peatedly overwhelmed by floods, and 
that the fable of the Phaeton means 
that matter moving around the earth 
fell to the earth, causing a great de- 
struction. 


THE DRIFT A&E. 


In his Bagnarok, Donell^ Bays. 


"Geologists, basing ^nelr calculations 
on the reoepftleai of the falls of Niagara, 
suppose tlie drift to have come upon 
the earth about 30,000 years ago. This 
would nearly accord with the time given 


Job when he speaks of the position 


of the constellation of stars. 
The 


deluge of Noah probably occurred from 
light to eleven thousand years ago. 
lence about 20,000 years probably in- 
tervened between the drift and the 
deluge. 
These were the myriads of 


ears referred to by Plato during which 


man dwelt on the plain of the At- 
.antis." 


In Egyptian history as preserved by 
?lato the deluge of Deucalion, which 
many things prove to have been identi- 
3al with the deluge of Noah, was 
he last of a series of great catastro- 
phies. Plato died 2.240 years ago and 
he historians of his time claim that 
2gypt was so situated that it was not 
disturbed by the great cataclysms tbat 
destroyed other countries. This dis- 
ribution of the drift agrees with that 
slaim of Egyptian history. So do the 
evidences of the ice ages, for the 
flaciers did not reach Egypt, and all 
;hese agree with my theory that the 
north pole was changed from about the 
Azore islands fo where it now is. 


The deepest water of all the oceans 


are found near the Azore islands, and 
;his agrees with^the fact that the earth 
.s lower at the poles than at the 
equator. The greatest depression on 
;his earth—now covered by water—is 
where the ancient north pole was 
located. 


Near Memphis, Tennessee, an ancient 


wall of cut stone is found buried deep 
in the soil. There is also found cisterns 
and pavements of Roman brick buried 
seventy feet below the surface. These 
are very old and the evidences would 
warrant the belief that they were there 
30,000 yeara ago or about the time of 
the coming of the drift. 


THEOBD3S NOT IN ACCOED WITH FACTS. 


Present theories as to the cause of 


the geological conditions of the earth 
do not account for the facts as we find 
them. The drift is a paste, an unstrat- 
ifled body of mineral clays covering 
one-half the earth, not like any other 
earthly thing. Whence came it? Front 
the comets. 


How came there tq fee enough moist- 


ore in th.e atmosphere to cause a uni- 


versal deluge? When the comet struck 
the earth the universal heat and the 
great increase of electricity evaporated 
the waters of the ocean which, after 
many ages, myriads of years, returned 
to the earth in great floods. 


The drift being composed of mineral 


atoms, infinitely small dust particles, 
fell suddenly and therefore is distrib- 
uted only on one side of the earth, but 
the carbon being light like smoke from 
the furnace, floated for centuries in the 
atmosphere causing that age of dark- 
ness which every race and the geologi- 
cal records declare te have been one 
long and universal night. 


When the carbon, of which our scien. 


tists declare the comets to be princi- 
pally composed, finally settled to the 
earth then, thereby and in no other 
possible way, was our coal beds formed. 
When that carbon fell on land, only a 
blackened soil, our prairie 'lands was 
the result, but when it fell in the seas 
and oceans and ever moving waters 
held it long in solution, precipitating it 
as we find it in the coal mines of our 
time. 


If reason could have her way these 


ideas would universally prevail and 
the utter fallacy of present orthodox 
theories based on a burning world, 
followed by the oft-repeated rising and 
falling of continents, would find no 
welcome. But the human race loves to 
be humbugged and an error once es- 
tablished has almost a perpetual home 
and welcome in the human mind.
